prosecuted the suit successfully with 
o it the aid of special counsel. 


Second—That D. Allen, v.ho suc- 


ceeded Mr. Evans as District Attorney, 
brought suit against the same company 
lor taxe?. and agreed, without the aid 
of special counsel, with the railroad at- 
torneys to nbido by tho result of the 
suit brought by Mr. Evans, as the 
points involved were identical. 


Third—Thdt .Tt>l,n F. Alexander, At- 


torney-General, prosecuted the cass in 
the Supreme Court of the State v.Uh- 
out the aid of s-pefiul counsel, uud 
that the judgment of the District 
Court was affirmed. 


Fourth—That the railroad attorney*. 


gs^ve notice of appeal from the decision 
of the Supreme Court of the State to 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States, but never docketed the i ase in 
that court, as a Utah case involving 
similar questions had been decided ad- 
versely to the railroad company 


Fifth—Thai, the railroad company 


paid the laxe» on deinnnd, and that «t 
the time the Grand Jury Commiltetj 
investigated the matter last Spring 
there was not a scratch of a pen m<idu 
by special counsel on file in the Cierk'b 
office, or anywhere else that the com- 
mittee could ascertain, relative to the 
tax cases, except 011 the receipt for th* 
$350 in the County Treasurer's nHico. 


Sixth—That the Act of the Legisla- 


ture of 1S95, which the District At- 
torney so unreservedly denounced in 
his communication published last Sun- 
day, was reported favorably by the 
Judiciary Committee, of which Senator 
Summerfleld was a member, aud th.it 
Senator Summerfleld of special counsel 
voted for the bill. 


If these are not facto the District 


Attorney can readily disprove them, 
and that would be a more effective w..y 
of disposing of the matter than defying 
the editor of this paper to point out 
facts or circumstances "discreditable 
to officials," against wiioin he has made 
no charges. He tells what purports to 
have transpired iu the Grand Jury, 
•which the writer cannot do, but if he 
will get the matter into a court, wheie 
the Grand Jurors can testify as to 
what did transpire, the member:, of tue 
committee will show that he does not 
know what he is talking about. 


As we are treating on facts the Dis- 


trict Attorney should confine himself 
to facts, and at least state what special 
counsel did for that $350.
